FLOOD TaoTics,

of country is flooded, the water tevel falls,

OPPOSING THE INAUSH, 

Tho rond running along the east side of 
aur compound crossea the old canal, and the 
water in saeking ita levelwill cover this 
road to tha depth of a few inches, not deep 
enough to endanger the houses on either 
side, which area couple of feet above the 
level of the road. Tho neighbours to the 
enst, mostly Muhammedans, wild with ueed- 
lesa exeitement, threw up a dyke acrosa this 
tuad at the south-east corner of our oom- 
pouad. Before we koew what they wore 
doing they bad oar froat gates off to form 
tho basis for thedyke, They also-proceeded 
to cut down two of our trees on a recently 
purchased lot acrosi the road: We never 
offered. the slightest objestion, but gave 
them ia addition two placks, besides shovels 
aod baskets for cartying dirt. ‘They soun 
had this job completed and rushed off to 
tend to the dykes to the north of us. It 
was nearlydark by this time and we thoaght 
our Irunt gatea would be of more service in 
their proper place than in the road, where 
enough dirt had been heaped up to stop any 
water thal would cote thot way, So we 
proceeded to put them on again, 


THE CONSEQUENCES. 

This was too goud an opportuni'y for 
aome, bad characteta living 1m our noigh- 
bourhood to misa, They at once spread 
tho report that the foreignera were brenking 
down the dyke. A gong was sounded and 
it_wagn’t loug before a crow l was bent on 
mischief. One of the foreigners, and a 
native helper wero at the gatewey when 
tha crowd came on, *. The gates: were again 
carried off, tho ‘ igver was driven iato 
the inner compound by tha crowd advane- 
ing on him with,wplifted spades and poles, 
while the helper vas beaten and dis :ppe:red 
for a time causing as much apxivty aboot 
bia eafety.

PEKING CHANGES, 

The newe which we publish from our 
Peking correspondent throwa a lurid light 
on the proceedings st Peking while our 
Foreign Office haa gone into its day dreams, 
Whatever may: be said of Weng T'ung-ho 
and his well-known anti-foreign proclivitics, 
he is at Jesat a man; and an open enemy is 
far easier to deal with than a shifty oppor- 
tunwt such as Hii Yang-i, The gradual 
exposure of the intrigue which led to the 
oonvention with France. and Bussia has 
came none too soon, and the more we see of 
it, the more diseredituble it tuens out for all 
concerned, It isan indication of the spirit 
that rules tha councile of Peking that the 
very men who accepted from Mngland the 
ceesioh vf Kienghuog, should, almost befura 
the ink of that ill-conceived instrament was 
dry, have bern actually engaged in making 
it over to France, ‘Punic faith’ waa a 
bye-word onga wpon a time, but Punis 
ilt-faith sinke into insignifieanca beforo this 
last exhibition of treachery. The notorious 
Sheng hasagain goftinto trouble, and it is 
to be hoped he will not be permitted an 
opportunity of again displaying his peculiar 
talents. It may be remembered that in the 
beginning vf the war, he, Li Ching-fang and 
Chang Pei-Jun were openly accused of selling 
rice and provisions fo the enemy, and that 
by olever manipulation and judiolous bribery, 
they for the none» contrived to escape 
punishment, Since that time it has beoome 
evident that the arms and stores purchas- 
ed or alleged to have been purchased by 
Shong bad, so far a5 China was con- 
cerned, no exiatencs.. It has been more 
than euapected that the stores had gone to 
the Jupanero, and that China was adtually 
supplying the enemy with the eiaewa of war, 
The doubt hos not been ae to the fact but oa 
to the channel employed, and it will surprise 
no one aegnainted with the mags of corrup- 
tiun surrounding the Viceregal yamen at 
Tientain to learn ihata clue has apparéatly 
been found, and that the sotorious Sheng 
waathe chief agent in the matter. Those 
who havegune over the history of the Tai- 
ping rebellion in Shanghai may perchance 
have read the story of the equally notorions 
Tantai Wu who wap’ commissary, fur the 
Iwperial forces, and who was-foand -to be 
selling arma and provisions to the rebels, 
History repeats itself ia Ohiaa as eleewhers.
